Sir  Edmund  took  up  tho  recommendations  of  the  coamittoe  ro  the 
opening  meeting  clause  by  clause  and  pointed  out  tho  changes 
desired  by  the  3oL-rd  of  Trustees.  The  amended  progranmo  is  appen¬ 
ded  hereto. 

Tho  Secretary  was  instructed  to  place  the  orders  for  engraving 
and  printing  at  once. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  use  of  a  different  style  of  card  for 
the  evening  meeting  v/ould  entail  some  difficulties  and  in  con¬ 
sequence  it  was  decided  to  use  an  engraved  card  of  similar  size  to 
that  of  the  afternoon  invitation. 

The  Frosidont  thought  it  advisable  to  prepare  a  formal  statement 
for  the  press  to  appear  in  tho  issuos  of  March  ISth.  Tho  secretary 
was  instructed  to  ask  Mr.  Ourrelly  for  about  a  half  column  and 
to  divide  another  half  column  botwoon  the  other  departments.

A  list  is  appended  hereto  containing  the  suggestions  to  date 
of  tho  different  official  bodies  that  should  be  recognized.  In 
some  Instances  the  function  to  which  they  should  be  invited  is 
indicated. 

The  Ooorotary  was  instructed  to  proceod  v/ith  the  preparation  of 
a  card  catalogue  of  suitable  names  and  with  tho  addressing  of  the 
envelopes.  A  final  decision  as  to  whom  each  type  of  invitation  is 
to  be  sent  was  left  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  committee. 

Sir  3dmuad  V/alAer  suggested  that  this  meeting  bo  left  in  the  call 
of  the  directors. 

Sir  Edmund  reported  that  tho  engagement  of  guards  to  date  from 
Karhh  9th. was  approved  and  tho  Directors  were  instructed  to  pro¬ 
ceed  with  the  engagement  and  equipping  of  these  men.

OPEITIIIG  OP  THE  ROYAi  OIITARIO  HUSEUM  BY  HIS 
ROYAL  HIGMEoS  THE  LUXE  OP  COIIITAUGHT. 


At  three  o’olcok  on  Thursday,  ^Jarch  19th,  the  Royal 
Ontario  Huseurn  "fill  he  officially  opened  by  His  Royal  Highness, 
the  Duke  of  Connaught.  Tliis  event  will  be  a  memorable  occasion 
in  the  history  of  Art  and  Scienoe  in  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
and  Tfill  mark  the  fruition  of  many  years  of  effort  on  the 
part  of  those  who  have  interested  thar selves  in  the  establisii- 
ment  of  a  great  museum. 

The  Royial  Ontario  liuseuni  vfas  established  under  an  Act 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Ontario  in  the  year  1912. 
According  to  the  Act  the  purposes  of  the  Museum  are:- 

(a)  The  collection  and  exliibition  of  objects  of  every  kind 
calculated  to  illustrate  the  natural  history  of  Ontario,  and 
thereby  to  aid  in  a  knowledge  of  what  it  is  able  to  contribute 
to  science  and  industry. 

(b)  The  collection  aiid  exhibition  of  objects  of  any  kind  cal¬ 
culated  to  illustrate  the  natural  history  of  the  world  and  the 
history  of  man  in  all  ages. 

(c)  3uch  other  objects  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council. 


Tlie  Museum  is  governed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  being 
a  body  corporate  consisting  of  ten  members.  The  Minister  of 
Lands,  Porests  and  Mines,  the  Minister  of  Education  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  tl.e  University  of  Toronto 
are  ex- officio  members  of  the  Board.  The  otlier  seven  members 
are  appointed — four  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  and 
three  by  the  Governors  of  the  University  of  Toronto.

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T}ie  cost  of  tliG  erection  of  the  building  and  the 
maintenance  thereof  is  borne  in  equal  amounts  by  the  Province 
of  Ontario  and  the  University  of  Toronto.  The  present  building 
exclusive  of  offices  and  a  v7ing  to  the  east  is  300  feet  long 
and  60  feet  vride  and  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  about  $400,000. 
The  large  section  of  University  property  lying  between  the 
present  building  and  Avenue  Road  has  been  reserved  by  the  Board 
for  the  extension  of  the  building.  The  proposed  plans  show 
the  building  in  the  form  of  a  hollow  square  V7ith  a  handsome 
stone  front  facing  Bloor  Street. 

Under  Section  20  of  the  Huseum  Act  the  Board  is  em¬ 
powered  to  establish  various  departments  of  the  -JuseuLi  which 

are  to  be  designated  "The  Royal  Ontario  lluseuni  of - ".  In 

accordance  vrith  this  by-law  the  Board  has  already  established 
the  Royal  Ontario  Museums  of  Archaeology,  Geology,  Mineralogy, 
Palaeontology  and  llatural  History. 

The  establishment  of  this  museum  conjointly  by  the 
Province  of  Ontario  and  the  University  of  Toronto  is  due  in 
very  large  measure  to  the  enthusiaan  and  leadership  of  Sir 
Edmund  Ualker  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

A  brief  account  of  the  different  museums  follows: 


Tho  object  of  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  of  Archaeology 
is  to  show  the  best  work  V7hich  v/as  done  in  tlie  different  crafts 
by  the  people  of  the  past.  IVith  this  aim  in  vie?/  collections 
have  been  made,  which  cover  a  period  from  the  time  v/hen  the  ele¬ 
phants  wandered  throughout  England  before  the  ice  age,  dovm  to 
about  a  hundred  years  ago.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to  show 
the  history  of  the  development  of  each  of  the  groat  arts  v/hich 
have  mc;,dG  civilisation  possible,  by  exliibiting  the  best  ex- 
aiuples  of  the  early  stages  of  development,  of  the  culminating 
point,  and  then  of  the  decline. 

For  tho  Stone  Age  the  collection  is  very  large  and 
almost  world-wide.  There  is  a  modest  collection  of  the  first 
metals  (copper  and  bronze)  and  the  evolution  of  many  of  the 
important  tools  and  weapons  is  shewn;  tliis  is  particularly 
v/ell  done  in  connection  v/ith  the  very  slow  development  of  the 
axe,  which  took  thousands  of  years  to  become  of  much  use. 

These  collections  are  grouped  together  uider  the  Last  Pre¬ 
historic  Collection. 

Uext  ■' comes  the  development  of  civilization  in 
Babylonia  and  Egypt.  For  Babylonia  the  collection  is  small, 
except  for  the  written  documents  on  tablets  of  clay.  The 
Egyptic.n  series  is  much  larger.  It  embraces  a  very  good  collec¬ 
tion  showing  the  history  of  pottery  and  of  stone  vases,  7/eapons, 
jewelry,  medicinal  articles,  tools,  textiles,  sculpture,  and 
a  considerable  number  of  objects  connected  v/ith  death  and 
burial.  These  occupy  three  galleries. 

The  next  room  contains  the  collections  of  Greek  and 
Etruscan  things.  The  history  of  the  exquisite  art  of  Greek 
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vase-p^Lin ting  is  very  well  shown,  though  the  exaiiiples  are  not 
numerous.  There  is  a  god  series  of  the  development  in  the 
making  of  vases  from  Cyprus,  and  a  long  series  from  the  Etruscan 
areas.  Besides  the  vases  there  is  a  collection  of  bronze 
helmets  and  bronze  belts,  presented  by  Mr.  D.  H.  V7ilkie.  These 
are  of  great  interest,  particularly  to  the  classical  student. 

Of  sculpture  there  is  a  remarkably  fine  Venus  of  the  first 
oLiarter  of  the  4th  century  B.C.  This  is  more  than  life  size, 
and  very  noble  in  foinn.  There  is  also  a  well-modelled 
torso  of  Bacchus,  presented  by  Mr.  Forster,  the  widely- known 
artist. 


The  next  gallery  is  devoted  to  the  great  Walter  Massed 
Biblical  Collection,  here  are  displayed  in  large  numbers  the 
common  objects  in  use  among  the  people  of  the  time  of  Christ — 
the  weapons  and  tools  of  the  men,  the  products  of  the  loom  and 
the  knitting-needle,  the  toilot-box  and  mirror  of  the  women, 
the  dolls,  mu.rblos  and  tops  of  the  children.  Tliese  have  been 
collected  with  the  especial  object  of  shewing  the  life  of  the 
poorer  people  in  Palestine.  As  a  rule  the  articles  are  not 
things  of  great  beauty,  but  cheap  cormnercial  objects  that  would 
have  been  sold  in  the  village  shops.  At  one  end  of  this  room 
there  is  a  large  collection  obtained  from  the  tombs  of  Palestine, 
dating  from  before  the  coming  of  the  Hebrev/s  down  to  the  Arab 
conquest . 

The  next  gallery  shows  primitive  conditions  that 
have  come  dovm  to  moderately  recent  times,  where  certain  parts 
of  the  vYorld  have  hung  behind  in  the  advance  of  civilization , 
and  so  retained  characteristics  which  vrere  found  among  the  early 
peoples  who  have  since  become  civilized.  Probably  the  bulk  of 
the  objects  are  weapons  of  v;ar  or  the  chase;  they  come  from 
Africa,  from  the  Eskimo,  and  from  the  Islands  of  the  Pacific. 

Parallel  to  this  gallery  runs  a  collection  illustrating 
the  life  of  the  American  Indian.  The  beat  section  of  this  is 
the  extraordinary  collection  bequeathed  to  the  Museum  by  the 
late  Edmund  Morris,  the  artist.  The  objects  were  collected  by 
two  generations  of  enthusiasts,  who  had  7/onderful  opportunities* 
The  collection  of  the  late  Doctor  Oronahyatekha  also  contains 
objects  which  vv^ill  causa  his  naime  to  be  blessed  as  long  as  the 
Museum  stands.  The  Ontario  government  has  deposited  the  col¬ 
lection  of  portraits  of  Indian  chieftains,  made  by  the  late 
Edmund  Morris  and  Sir  Edmund  Osier  has  presented  what  is  without 
doubt  the  jnost  important  collection  of  Indian  pictures  in  the 
world,  by  Paul  Kane,  the  Canadian  and  Gatlin, the  American. 

Tlie  Ames  collection  of  primitive  moneys  cannot  be 
described,  as  they  cover  too  wide  a  range. 

The  central  hall  of  the  ground  floor  contains  the 
Sir  Konry  Pellatt  collection  of  arms  and  aDvaour,  which  gives  a 
good  idea  of  the  offensive  and  defensive  arms  and  armour,  which 
occupied  the  attention  of  tho  men  of  Europe  for  several  centuries. 
Here  are  also  seen  good  pieces  of  wood-carving  that  once  were 
-placed  over  the  altars  of  the  European  churches. 
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Tlie  collection  of  chests,  scattered  about  in  the 
building,  v/as  presented  by  Hr.  II.  Langmuir,  and  contains  good 
examples  of  this  interesting  piece  of  furniture.  There  are 
many  cases  of  smaller  objects — work  in  brass,  silver  etc.  and 
in  one  of  tliern  is  a  beautiful  series  of  fans  that  were  presented 
by  Mrs.  0’ Brian. 

The  lace  and  embroidery  room  is  remarkably  good. 

Mrs.  Warren’s  collection  of  lace  shovrs  a  history  from  the 
embroidered  Roman  towel  to  the  applique  laces  of  thirty-five 
years  ago,  while  the  walls  are  covered  with  exquisite  embroid¬ 
eries  that  were  presented  by  Mrs.  Massey  Treble.  Parallel  to 
this  room  is  the  gallery  of  majolica  and  glass.  Sir  Edmund 
Osier's  collection  of  majolica  shows  a  fairly  complete  history 
of  the  making  of  glazed  earthenware,  from  Egyptian  times,  down 
through  the  Roman  and  Persian  to  the  great  development  in 
Spain  and  Italy  at  the  time  of  the  Renaissance,  and  its  spread 
throughout  Europe.  The  glass,  which  was  presented  by  Mrs. 

Prank  MacMahon  shows  exquisite  pieces  from  the  Roman  and 
Venetian  factories.  A  gallery  of  great  beauty  has  been  formed 
by  massing  together  a  large  collection  of  Chinese  porcelains. 

They  begin  with  the  primitive  pieces  made  before  the  time  of 
Christ,  show  the  slow  and  steady  advance  to  a  culminating  point 
about  the  year  1700,  then  decline  in  artistic  merit  and  end  a 
hundred  years  ago.  The  earlier  pieces  are  the  gift  of  Sir 
Edmund  Walker,  the  later  pieces  of  Mrs.  Warren.  Beside  these 
is  the  Japanese  gellery,  V7ith  potteries,  armour,  lacquers  and 
metal-v/ork  of  that  wonderful  decorative  quality  which  has 
never  been  excelled  outside  of  Japan.  The  furniture  exhibit 
is  unfortunately  small t  there  is  one  furnished  room  of  Elizabeth's 
time,  and  a  number  of  early  chairs  and  tables.  There  is  a 
beautiful  little  series  of  wood-carvings  presented  by  Mrs. 

TiTalter  Clsmes.  The  tapestries,  velvets,  brocades,  etc.,  are 
not  nu-merous,  but  are  enough  to  give  an  idea  of  the  perfection 
to  T/hich  these  crafts  were  brought. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  use  of  the  Museum  will  provide 
tho  public  7;ith  standards,  T/hioh  wull  form  a  demand  for  finer 
things  and  better  workmanship,  so  that  tlie  education  of  the 
buyer  will  enable  the  maker  to  produce  better  and  better  Y/ork, 
and  also  that  the  maker  will  influence  the  buyer  by  producing 
better  and  better  objects  for  the  home  in  all  its  branches. 

The  museum  of  Geology  is  under  the  direction  of 
Professor  A.  P.  Coleman  and  occupies  the  gallery  along  the  west 
front  of  the  basement.  The  ten  alcoves  into  which  the  gallery 
is  divided  are  designed  to  exliibit  material  illustrating  the 
mineral  resources  of  Canada  and  economic  and  structural  geology 
generally.  It  is  intended  that  this  gallery  should  be  devoted 
to  c res  rather  than  to  mine rals  and  it  depends  for  its  advance¬ 
ment  on  the  generosity  of  mining  men  throughout  the  country. 

The  more  important  collections  now  in  position  are  tho  Cobalt 
silver  ores,  specimens  illustrating  tho  geology  and  ore  de¬ 
posits  of  the  Sudbury  Hickel  fiold^,  the  coals  of  Canada,  and  an 
excellent  series  of  specimens  illustrating  the  occurrence  of 
glacial  periods  at  different  times  in  the  history  of  the  earth. 

A  series  of  pedestals  is  being  erected  each  of  which  shoY/s  five 
examples  of  the  more  important  marbles  produced  in  Canada  and 
the  United  States. 


In  the  mineral  gallery  which  is  under  the  direction 
of  Professor  1.  L.  Walker  are  found  very  extensive  collections 
of  minerals  and  rocks.  The  most  generous  benefactors  of  this 
section  are  the  men  connected  with  the  mining  industry.  To 
make  the  collections  useful  to  visitors  the  large  specimens 
contained  in  high  cases  are  provided  with  printed  explanatory 
labels.  These  labels  have  been  specially  prepared  for  the 
specimens  tliey  accompany.  The  amount  of  information  contained 
in  this  series  of  labels  is  equivalent  to  that  found  in  a  small 
text  book  on  mineralogy.  This  feature  of  the  museum  will  be 
particularly  useful  to  students  of  the  University  and  in  fact  to 
any  visitor  v;ho  wishes  to  learn. 

7/liilo  the  display  of  Canadian  minerals  and  rocks  is 
very  complete,  there  are  three  sections  for  v/hich  space  has  been 
reserved,  the  development  of  which  awaits  the  assistance  of 
some  friend  of  minerals. 


The  rnuseuiii  of  Palaeontology  is  under  the  direction 
of  Professor  T/.  A.  Parks  and  occupies  the  middle  section  of  the 
top  floor  of  the  building.  The  collections  of  fossils  are 
very  extensive  and  contain  many  rare  and  unique  specimens. 

The  nucleus  of  the  collection  was  presented  many  years  ago  by 
Sir  Edmund  Walker.  The  present  museirn  has  been  built  up  around 
this  nucleus  by  donation  and  by  purchase  during  a  period  of 
tv/elvs  years.  Tlie  systematic  collection  of  fossils  is  dis¬ 
played  in  flat  table  cases  vrtiich  are  separated  into  alcoves 
by  higher  cases  in  which  are  exhibited  larger  and  more  striking 
specimens  accompanied  by  printed  9X]3anatory  labels.  Special 
cases  are  also  provided  for  specimens  prepared  to  illustrate 
the  anatomy  of  the  different  classes  of  fossils. 

djrnong  the  more  important  exliibits  are  the  type  Ca:mbrian 
fossils  presented  by  Sir  V/m.  MacKensie,  the  fossil  sea-lilies 
presented  by  Mr.  Prank  Springer  of  Burlington,  Iov;a,  a  large 
fossil  reptile  presented  by  Sir  Edmund  Walker,  Sir  Donald  Mann, 
Hon.  Sir  Lyman  Melvin  Jones  and  others.  Recently  a  very  fine 
skeleton  of  the  extinct  Moa  of  Hew  Zealand  has  been  installed. 

The  department  is  provided  witli  commodious  storage  and 
preparation  rooms  equipped  v/ith  the  necessary  appliances  for 
cutting  and  polishing  specimens. 

Provision  has  recently  been  made  for  a  section  devoted 
to  the  natural  History  of  Animals,  under  the  direction  of 
Professor  B.A.  Bensley.  A  floor  space  of  some  6000  square  feet 
is  now  available  for  the  purpose  in  the  north  division  of  the 
upper  gallery,  the  furnishing  of  whicli  is  novv  in  progress. 

The  first  collection  installed  vvill  illustrate  the  animals  of 
Canada,  but  the  collection  will  be  made  general  as  soon  as  the 
present  building  is  enlarged. 

A  large  portion  of  the  valuable  collection  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  Biological  Museum  of  tho  University , including  a  part  of "the 
old  natural  History  Collection  which  ?/as  saved  from  the  Main 
Building  v/hen  the  latter  was  destroyed  by  fire, will  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  new  quarters.  This  v/ill  form , however , only  a  nucleus 
for  the  proposed  Canadian  collection , the  further  development 
of  whlGh  will  depend  largely  upon  private  and  public  co-operation 
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After  the  official  opening  on  Thursday 
will  he  open  to  the  public  from  10  a.m.  to  5  p,rn. 
Thursday  and  Saturday  admission  will  be  free,  but 
■Jednesdny  and  Friday  an  admission  foe  of  15  cents

The  Chairman  appointed  Messers .Currelliy, Walker  and  Parka  a 
committee  to  draw  up  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  the 
guards  and  attendants*  This  committee  was  also  instructed  to 
consider  the  matter  of  signs  for  the  guidance  of  visitors* 

It  was  agreed  to  give  up  the  room  Just  Inside  the  freight 
entrance  in  the  basement  to  the  guards  and  attendants , to 
request  the  Board  to  provide  therein  cupboards  and  tables  and 
to  install  running  water  for  the  convenience  of  the  servants* 
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It  was  decided  that  if  LIr . Camphell  v/ould  concent  to  the  re¬ 
arrangement  that  the  night  watghraan’s  time  should  he  from 
eight  to  eight  instead  of  from  six’ to' sis  as  at  present 
and  that  the  guard  coming  on  duty  for  the  whole  day  should  have 
the  corresponding  day  hours, i.e.  from  eight  a.m.  to  eight  p.m.

The  secretary  v/as  requested  to  obtain  the  text  of  the  vari¬ 
ous  speeches  at  the  opening,  the  names  of  important  persons 
present,  a  few  photographs  etc.  and  to  compile  the  whole  into 
a  descriptive  pamphlet.
